WHEAT AND BARLEY FLOUR. 


There is being a strong effort made to 
encourage a more extensive manufacture 
and use of barley dour, for the reason that 
it is as wholesome as wheat flour, tastes as 
w ell, and that barley is a much more cer­ 
tain crop than wheat, as coloring it does 
not prevent it from m iking good flour. 
Mr. Loran Cheney, of Bradford, has writ­ 
ten us saying that an excellent article of 
this flour is being manufactured by B. B . 
Olds, of Clinton, and that so far, that which 
he has made, was as fine in every respect 
as the common wheat flour. 
In this coun­ 
try. the quantity of barley flour manufac­ 
tured 
has 
been 
quite 
limited, 
but 
in Northern Europe it is extensively used 
aud is considered equal to the flour made 
from wheat. 
Leffel’s News, publisned in 
Ohio, in the interest of millers and m ill­ 
ing, speaks in favorable terms of barley 
flour. 
W hile it regards barley bread in­ 
ferior to wheat so far as nutriment is con ­ 
cerned, it says it is superior to wheat bread 
in other respects. 
There are in wheat 8J3 
parts of starch. 313 o f gluten, albumen and 
caseine, and CO of sugar and gum; while in 
barley there are 1,900 parts of starch, 120 
of gluten, albumen and caseine, and IOO of 
sugar and gum. 
W heat therefore affords 
about three times the proportionate nutri­ 
tion of barley; but it must be borne 
in 
mind that the physiological value o f an 
article of lo od does not w holly depend 
on 
its percentage of nutriment. 
Starch, sugar 
and gums are very fattening, and these 
properties are much greater in 
barley 
bread than in wheat, and consequently is 
more beneficial to a large class of persons. 
T his subject is quite an important one* 
as it is to be hoped that barky flour will 
thoroughly teated. 
If the experience of 
Mr. Cheney will prove the experience ot 
others, the barley crop of this country can 
be made oi more importance than it now 
ta

South, it is our duty to present a solid 
trout. N o other course is so likely to break 
up a solid South as to have it understood 
that so long as that menace exists so long 
w ill the North remain united. 
Reporter—You are quoted as saying, Mr. 
Foster, that the President has no lnends 
in Ohio.

Mr. Foster—Of course the President has 
friends in Ohio.
